News has only now come through of the 
wanton destruction of the railway company's 
froperty at the hands of the irregulars. An 
engine was got into steam at Clonmel, and 
goods waggons were propelled forward at full 
speed and let loose at a point where the rails 
had previously been removed.

OUTRAGE AT HOWTH JUNCTION, 


Another gttempt—the third within the past 
few weeks—was made yesterday to wreck the 
morning goods train bound from Amiens street 
terminus for Belfast and the intermediate 
stations on the Great Northern Railway system. 
the two previous oceasions when the 
train, whieh left the terminus at six o'clock, 
reached Raheny station, it was stopped by a 
number of armed men who ordered the driver, 
stoker, and guard to alight, threatening them 
at the same time, in the event of their refusal, 
with the penalty of death. | 
In the circumstances the . officials felt that 
they had no alternative but to comply with 
the order, and accordingly they left their posts. 
The raiders then boarded the train and endea- 
voured to send it off at full speed to ite 
own destruction. The effort was not attended 
with success, for they failed to get from the 
engine sufficient steam, io move the sixty 
heavily daden wagons, Not to be defeated in 
their purpose, they then uncoupled the engine 
from the wagons and allowed it to run off 
under its own steam. It met with no mishap 
until it reached Howth Junction, where it 
jumped the points, which had been spiked 
apparently during the night, and rolled over, 
blocking the line. < 

The service afterwards was worked with some 
dificulty,but a temporary arrangement, speed)lyv 
devised, eased matters to some extent. By 
sending passengers by train to Howth Junction 
and then transferring them ‘to a train for Bel 
fast on the other side of the obstruction, 
travellers experienced very little inconvenience. 
In the case of passengers coming from the 
North, they were transferred at the junction to 
a train for Dublin, so that they experienced 
as little delay as possible. At ten o'clock a 
mixed train, conveying goods and passengers, 
was despatched under this temporary arrange- 
ment for the North, but neither the mormng 
mail train for the North nor the passenger 
train scheduled to leave Amiens street at a 
quarter past nine o'clock made the usual 
journey... The train from Belfast, due in Dublin 
at half-past ten o'clock, arrived about an hour 
and a half after scheduled time,

SYSTEM FAIL, 


Adm 
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Say armed men. raided.ihe Central 
Telegraph Office, .Amiens street,, Dublin, 
last night, and attempted to set fire to 
the butiding. There was. a slight oit- 
break, which was subdued: by «the» Fire 
Brigade in a few minutes, 

A certain amount of damage was done 
io the ielegraphic instruments by water, 
and for some hours it was not' possible to 
send or receive messages. A large staff 
of engineers was got together, and worked 
all hight. Normal services will be avail 
able this morning. 


The raid took .place at 9.50 pim., when 
several men, who had apparently been engaged 
im writing messages in the office, suddenly 
' rushed the small guard of national soldiers, 
secured their arms, and menaced them ‘ith 
revolvers. 

At the same time men entered the building 
by other doors and made their way to the 
various departments, where they called upon the 
staff to put up their hands. The post cffice 
men were then ordered to go to thé rear of the 
ground floor where, with the national solJiers, 
they were put under a guard of armed mén. 
‘Other men then entered the building ani 
sprinkled floors, walls, desks and mail bags 
with petrol. They were especially active mn tre 
parcels office on the ground floor and :n the 
telegraphic instrument room on the upper floor. 
It was evidently thonght that a few well-soaked 
bags of parcels and letters would censure that the 
fire obtained a good hold. 

Much petrol was spilled on the instruments 
and benches in the telegraphic department ; 
undoubtedly it was the intention of the raiders to 
paralyse the tehegranne. 
@ Fire was applied to the parcels office and 
the upper rooms, and the raiders pocketed their 
revolvers and disappeared Mito ihe make of idé 
streets behind the. Post.Office, having been in 
the building for just ten miriutes, 

Word was sent to the Dublin Fire Brigade, 
which arrived in less than a minute from the 
time that the alarm was given and before the 
flames had had time to get a hold on the wood- 
work. The petrol, however, blazed furiously, 
and a lot of water had to be used to subdue 
the flames. 

Fire damage was comparatively slight, but 
the delicate instruments were put out of action 
bv the water. They were not injured in any 
way, however, and ‘merely needed to be cleaned 
to be put in working order again. The Fire 
Brigade had finished its work in fifteen 
minutes, and the staff was at once organised to 
restore the normal service as soon as possible, 
A number of engiheers were called in, and the 
work of cleaning the insfruments was carried 
on throughout the night. 

Telegrams could not be sent to, or. received 
from Dublin for some hours, but normal ser- 
vices will be in operation this morning, 

Amiens, street Post, Parcels, and Telegraph 
Offices are situated in a fine block of buildings, 
adjacent to Amiens sireet Railway Station. 
The Telegraphic Office is the centre of the 
system in Ireland. It is evident that the object 
of the attackers was to deprive the country 
of means of interscommunidation, and to cut off 
the news service to and from the provinces and 
Great Britain. '

OFFICIAL REPORT,

WATERFORD, Friday. 

Amidst scenes of enthusiasm, Commandant- 
General Prout, with the column of national 
troops to which I have attached mvself, entered 
Clonmel, the headquarters of the irregulars in 
Tipperary, shortly before 12 o’clock last night. 
Advancing from Carrick-on-Suir. the column 
cleared Ballyneale, Kilcash, Ballypatrick, and 
all the districts imtervenine. 

The people thronged the streets, and raised 
cheer after cheer for the victor of Kilkenny and 
Waterford. The soldiers were shaken by the 
hands, and doors were thrown open for “their 
welcome. Captain Mackey, a native of the 
town, had a remarkable reception. He 
raised shoukler high by the people, and borne 
triumphantly through the streets. tle had 
been a member of the local battalion of the 
I.R.A., and when the Four Courts Executive 
was established he gave bis allegiance to 
General Headquarters, Beggar's Bush. He was 
arrested by the irregulars, but was released, 
following a popular demonstration bv the 
people. For hours the inhabitants remained ia 
the streets. 

The casualties to the troops during the advance 
were one killed and one seriously wounded. 
irregular prisoners were taken, and a number 
of loaded Lewis guns, magazines, rifle crenades, 
with a quantity of rifle ammunition. 

The troops, who had originally advanced from 
Kilkenny, via Mullinarat and Piltown, rested 
over the last week-end at Carrick.

The journey as far as Kilcash. a 
about four miles from Carnck, was uneventful 
The column marched in the usual formation 
the advance guard in front. followed bv the 
horses and motor transport, with the rearcuard 
some distance behind. The advance was of 
necessity slow, to permit the thorouch explora- 
tion of the country ahead by our scoufs. Our 
road lay throigh Kilcash, Ballypatrick, and 
Slievenamon, through a thickly-wooded country, 
and, in a downpour of rain. with little eve for 
the picturesque seencry surrounding us. the 
column threaded iis war. 


IRREGULARS PUT TO FLIGHT. 

Near Kileash the irregular resistance 
was encountered. A party of men in trench 
coats wero sighted from a considerable distance 
on an old castle in the valley. { part of 
our advance guard had alread: reached 
a point abou! BOO vards to the left of 
the castle, and fire’ wds! opened on them. 
but the irregulars seem io have been taken 
ec impletely by surprise. The 18-pounder was 
unvoked, and placed In position ina field over- 
looking the castle, on which a lewis gun had 
been posted. Two shrapnel shells were fired. 
heralding the advance of the national forces 
on South Tipperary. The rance having been 
found, the gun was loaded once more. this 
tune with high explosive, and there followed 
the familiar burst of flame, the rolling echocs 
of the discharge, and then a cloud of pulverised 
masonry finng up from the top of the castle. 
It was a magnificently directed charge. 

With the rst explosion of shrapne! ringing 
In their ears, the Lewis gun crew, ] was in. 
formed. later had hurriedly departed from the 
castiec in time to avoid the third and more 
damaging shell. The: rrregular “resistance herc 
was effectively overcome, and the advance was 
continued aot +a’ mile* further on. Two 
irreguiars taken prisoners. They were 
travelling in a Ford ear with two civilians, 
whom they were conyeymg as captives to some 
irregular (me of the Bhain, a Free- 
mans Journal agent, explained that he had 
lett Carrick-on-Suir in the morning for Clonmel, 
to make delivemes of the Preeman. About three 
miles from Oarrick he was “held up” 
with his.driver by four armed irregculars, who 
seized the car and made them prisoners. Two 
of the irtegulars were then deputed to take the 
prisoners in the car to Kilsheelan. On their 
way there they were informed that fighting was 
going on In the town. The irregulars then went 
back with their prisoners im the Carrick direc- 
tion, only to fall into the hands of the advanc- 
ing troops. the two civilians were now re- 
leased, and their erstwhile captors were held. 

In its further advance, the column avoided 
the mined and obstructed mam road, and 
wound slowly along under the foot of Sheve- 
aamon towards the village of Ballypatrick. 
Along the road we heard accounts of the 
activity of the irregulars in the district, of the 
hardship suffered by the people, who were com- 
pelled to support armed bodies of men by night 
and by day, and the consequent depletion 
of their household stock, At Ballypatrick came 
the main engagement of the day. The advance 
guard of the column was engaged by a force 
of irregulars, who used rifles and Lewis and 
Thompson guns. The work of our flanking 
parties gradually compelled the irregulars to 
retire to Ballynockan Wood at the back of the 
village, and just on the lower slopes of Sheve- 
namon. 

A SURPRISED PARTY. 

Led by Commandants Carew and McCarthy, 
two parties of the advance guard pressed on 
towards the wood. In a field between tho 
village and the wood they noticed a party ot 
irregulars entrenched behind a fence. They 
called on them to halt. One of them called 
out: “Who are you.” Two of the soldiers 
crossed the field to interrogate them, and 
apparently it was only then that the irregulars 
sú ERC. the identity of the advance party. 
This arose from the fact that many of the 
local irregulars..wear uniform similar fo that 
worn by the troops, while a fair number of the 
latter wear no uniform. One of the two 
soldiers, who had crossed over to interrogate 
the party recognised an acquaintance of other 
days among the irregulars, and both shook 
hands. After a short parley it was decided 
that the two soldiers should be allowed to 
While one of 
the men was getting over the bank to rejoin 
the troops, some of the irregulars shouted 
across: “‘ Are you Republicans?” “' Yes, but 
we are not diebhards,” came the reply from 
the soldiers. Immediately a fierce fire was 
opened on them by the irregulars with rifles 
and machine gun, and one of the two soldiers 
only succeeded in reaching his comrades under 
a hail of bullets. 

The troops returned the fire with vigour, and 
the outburst was the signal for the commence- 
ment of hostilities all along the line. At several 
points the two forces were within hailing dis- 
tance of each other, and one heard shouts of 
“Come over to the Republic.” and “ Up 
Kerry.’ In one instance some irregulars, 
mistaking the identity of a party of troops, 
called out in the broad, Southern accents ' 

Kerry No. 1? This query wes answered 
with five rounds, rapid. Finally, after a sharp 
engagement, the irregulars were compelled to 
retreat into Ballynockan Wood, where they 
had been in ocenpation of a shooting lodge 
belonging to the Earl of Ormonde. Some shells 
were fired into the wood from the eighteen- 
pounder and silenced all further reply from the 
regener. Oue'man whe was said to be acting 
m the capacity of a doctor with the wregulars, 
was made prisoner by the troops. The column 
now retormed. at the Ballypatrick Cross and 
marched into Bally lasheen. a distance 
of about ‘a mile and a half. The troops 
bryvouacked jor the might at . Ballyglasheen 
House, the residence of Mrs. Constable. Aí 
seven o'clock on Wednesday morning the column 
were again on the move, " ' 

During the first siage of the journey for 
about ay. hour ahd a half no resistance was 
encountéfed., We were now only about five 
miles from Clonmel, im the direction of which 
we discerned a column of smoke. Evidently the

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AUGUST SIGHTS AND SOUNDS. 


Midsummer has passed some time since and 
the Baal. fires are cold on the hills. But the 
sun, unmindful of the puny honours offered 
nim by mortals, decks for his own glory the 
closing day with fiery cloud wraith as he sinks 
to his death behind the purple pall spread for 
him by the mountains. At his majestic going 
there is a pause of contemplation, and then 
the litt furtive folk of fields and woods begin 
to steal out into a dusky world of. their own. 

It is almost 11 p.m. when over the house fiiis 
a woodoock on its way to well-known feeding 

rounds. A moment more and the first bat goes 

y, well knowing that the moths will be on the 
wing immediately. The harsh screech of a barn 
ow! comes from the beech wood as he prepares 
for his nocturnal hunt. 

By the hedges all sorts of tiny moths belong- 
ing to the geometre tribe are out and about, 
and the commonest of all, the vellow shell, 
flutters out from every nook in extraordinary 
numbers. The common yellow shell is yellow, 
with two dark bands across the upper wings, 
varying considerably in width and density. 
Ireland is the proud possessor of two Irish 
varieties, both very much darker in colour, but 
they are rare and local. Minute pug moths rise 
out of the grass at every step and flutter into 
the hedge-bottoms, their company varied by 
the larger carpet moths, who brush bastily 
past them. All these are the small fry of the 
moth world; but when it gets a little darker 
some of the large and handsome moths of the 
bomhyees and sphingide may be seen darting 
across the flowery edges of the corn-fields. For 
the most part June is the principal month for 
these princes of the night world, and only a 
few will be seen in July and August. 

The smaller, but no less handsome, noctna 

claim the month of July as their own, and 
share it with the lighter-bodied geometra, m 
whose company they quarter the sweet-scented 
flower borders. Great, soft-bodied creatures 
are these bombycea and noctua, with beautiful 
names, as befits their beautifully apparelled 
persons—silver arches, grey . arches, pale- 
shouldered brocades, copper underwings, white 
ermines, vapourers, peach blossoms, and many 
another, are all to be seen this month. The 
more delicate geometra—emeralds, waves, 
golden-bordered purples, swallow-tails—fit 
among them now; for July and the beginning 
of August are the greatest moth season of the 
rear, . 
The darkness is gathering every moment and 
the sky is deepening to purple. The clouds have 
melted into the night and Mars burns with a 
deep ruddy glow. or many a year this splen- 
did star has not been so near our earth. High 
in the night sky, like shadows, flit a flock of 
black-headed gulls, heading straight out to sea. 
As we cross the newly-cut hay-fields companies 
of them rise silently and disappear. 

We can still distinguish the grass-heads in the 
ditches, and suddenly we see what looks like a 
little flake of white moving up and down in the 
same place, swaying and flitting as if it hung on 
a thread, and never making any progress. It is 
one of the most curious of nature’s many mar- 
vels—the dance of the ghost mothe. Several of 
them are to be seen ewaying on the wing, not 
looking for the honey feast that the 
nighi-scented flowers offer so _ invitingly, 
not wooing the pretty soft ladies 
flying so near them, but merely dancing up 
and down, to and fro in the star~iusted summer 
night, for, we must suppose the very love of 
life and motion; for no other reason has ever 
been found to explain this ethereal insect dance. 
For about twenty minutes they will dance thus 
and then drop back among the grasses. 
they are away to the happy feeding-grounds 
or to search for the lady of their heart, or 
rather to go away with her; for she bas been 
close at hand. Beautiful creatures are these 
male ghost moths, with wings of silvery blue- 
white. the colour of a moonbeam, and heads 
of the softest possible shade of yellow, set off 
by legs and underparts of faintest orange. The 
female is of soft, dull yellow-brown, with 
streaks of faint, ruddy orange scriboled across 
her wings. 

But little the bat recks of their dainty loves. 
With a glide and a swoop he has caught his 
supper, or perchance it is his breakfast. 
Leather-wing as he is called in our own Gaelic 
torguc, flits by searching up and down througb- 
out, the night, till dawn brings the swallows 
out to catch those late moths who, having 
escaped him, have failed to find a safe hiding 
place on tree trunk or paling as the light 
grew, and are whipped off to feed the late 
brood under the roof of the barn. Under the 
nests is a sorry tale of moth wings, the fat 
bodies having been devoured by fatter little 
birds, and the neatly clipped off wings left to 
flutter to the ground.

which he rests. 

On a belated bramble blossom sits a garden 
dart, with pearly wunder-wing, making a 
a little blur of movement as his wings shiver 
In anticipation of the feast. There is a momen- 
tary streak of silver over the hedge as some 
large moth darts by and is Jost in the shadows. 
Fewer and fewer moths arpear. The great 
exodus to the feeding grounds is over for this 
night. A little cloud comes up across the moon. 
The sleeping flowers and nodding grasses are 
wiped out in the darkness. Mars reigns 
supreme, the ruddy etar of war.

PETTY'’S WORK IN IRELAND.

One of the most remarkable men of his tame 
was Dr. William Petty, the Surveyor-in-Chief, 
inder whose direction the Down Survey was 
made. Born in 1623, the son of a clothier at 
Romsey, in Hampshire, he went to Normandy 
at the age of fifteen, trading in merchandise to 
meimtain himself, while he studied languages, 
athematics, and science. He then ‘joined the 
oval Navy for a short time, and again went 
, the Continent for three years, pursuing his 
idies at Utrechi, Leyden, Amsterdam, and 
Paris His versa may be judged from 
e fact that he patented en invention for 
double writing otherwise a copying 
machine. He wrote many learned treatises on 
statistics and economics, took a degree as 
Dector of Physicke, and, having obtained 
‘eriety for restoring to life a woman who 
J been banged for infanticide, was appointed 
Professor of Anatomy at Oxford. He also 
became Protessor of Music in the same Univer- 
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Such was the genius who came to Ireland in 
1652 as physician to Cromwell's troops. In 


1654 he was appointed to underiake the survey.

It was afterwards found, after diligent 
search, that Sir William Petty had possessed 
a private copy of the Down Survey, though 
not so complete in detail as the original. But 
a new disaster overtook the precious document. 
During the reign of Queen Anne (1707) it was 
being sent to England by a ship which was cap” 
tured in its passage by the French privateer 
Unité, and carried to Bt. Malo. In 1786 the 
King of England asked that the maps might be 
restored to that country, but the request was 
refused. Recently—in 1908—the French Go- 
vernment permitted the two volumes containing 
these maps to be sent to Southampton where, 
at the Ordnance Survey Office, they were photo- 
graphed, and copies can be purchased by the

Some of the mansions which have been irre- 
parably destroyed are not only a personal loss 
to their immediate owners, but in the widest 
sense a national loss. 

The trail of destruction is not confined to 
residential, mansions. Public utilities, such as 
railways, roads and bridges have been ruth- 
lessly destroyed. Buildings formerly used es 
police and military barracks, which were for- 
merly maintamed at the expense of the British 
Government, but which have, under the Treaty, 

assed into the possession of the Irish people, 
ave been singled out for especially drastic 
attention. Coastguard stations have also 
suffered in every area in which the irregulars 
have had control. 

The destruction of Clifden Wireless Station 1s 
not alone a loss to Ireland, but to the world 
at large. It hiis Ireland particularly from the 
international point of view. One can only hope 
that this loss may not be permenent. The 
esizure of the Atlantic cable stations, and their 
possible destruction by the irregulars, cuts off 
all means of telegraphic communication he- 
tween Ireland and the United States, and 
seriously hampers all commercial business, and 
its effects are already eeriously felt.
